Multitudes of New Yorkers Would 


Kot Pay Same. 


EJECTED FROM CARS 


Efforts of Brooklyn 
Rapid 
Transit 


Company to Enforce Unprpnlar 


Kale Causes Thousands to 
Walk 
Long Distance. 


New York, Aug. 13.—D isturbances 
on Coney Island surb rara and elevat­ 
ed trains th at were looked for because 
of Justice Oaynor's statem ent th at the 
Brooklyn Rapid T ransit company did 
not have the right to demand double 
fare to Coney Island took place Sun­ 
day morning and continued until early 
Monday morning. 
At daylight belated ones were still 
making their way to the city. 
More 
than a quarter of a million of people 
started to Coney Island during Sun­ 
day and m ost of them got there, but 
oniy after they passed through trying 
experiences. 
W hile 
this 
enormous 
crowd 
was 
fighting its way to the 
pleasure 
resort, incidentally 
making 
Sunday the record day of the summer, 
cars were stalled in lines th at extend­ 
ed for miles while the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit company 
inspectors 
argued 
and pleaded with passengers to pay 
second fare and finally wound up by 
dragging obstreperous people from the 
cars and throw ing 
them 
into 
the 
streets by the thousands. 
The com­ 
pany did this with the aid of 250 spe­ 
cial policemen and a corps of inspect­ 
ors. 
A sim ilar num ber of regular po­ 
licemen were on hand to preserve or­ 
der, but failed to do so. 
Men. women and children were forc­ 
ibly ejected from cars. From 50,000 to 
75,000 w ere compelled to walk from 
one to three miles. 
The first steps 
were taken in scores of damage suits, 
and the Brooklyn Rapid Transit com­ 
pany’s representatives defied Deputy 
Police 
Commissioner 
O’Keefe 
of 
Brooklyn. 
Lawyers 
and 
lawyers' 
clerks 
swarm ed 
about 
the 
points 
where passengers were put off and 
took the nam es of w itnesses. 
As the outcome of the day’s doing 
a com m ittee of citizens was formed in 
Brooklyn to enforce Judge Gavnor s 
ruling. 
Sheriff 
Flaherty 
of 
Kings 
county was Informed of the purpose 
of the com m ittee and notified that the 
! com m ittee intended to call on him as 
sheriff to protect them as citizens in 
upholding their rights. 
| 
Among those put off were President 
Bird S. Coler of the borough of Brook 
lyn. Mr. Coler went peaceably enough 
after the “bouncer,” who technically 
assaulted his wife by taking hold of 
her arm. 
Mr. Coler then addressed 
the crowd and told them not to pay a 
second fare. It was after that the real 
trouble started, but what Mr. Coler j 
said was by no m eans the cause of 
the disturbances that followed, for he 
I addressed but few people, com para­ 
tively.

The controversy grew out of Mr. B ry­ 
an ’s letter dem anding the resignation 
of National Com m itteem an Sullivan, to 
which demand Mr. Sullivan returned a 
prom pt refusal, stating th a t Mr. Bryan 
had been misinform ed respecting the 
situation by Mr. Dunlap. 
Mr. B ryan's 
rejoinder says no one but him self Is 
responsible for the Inform ation con­ 
tained in the letter, and he intended to 
ask Mr. Sullivan to resign before he 
should 
see 
Mr. Dunlap. 
Mr. Bryan 
added: 
"I entered into this contest because 
I believed Roger Sullivan 
and 
John 
Hopkins deliberately robbed the Dem­ 
ocrats of Illinois of thler political right, 
and I still believe so. 
To secure po­ 
litical power by force or by fraud 
ought to be as disgraceful In the eyes 
of the public as to secure money by 
force or fraud. 
I cannot conceive any 
plausible defense which Mr. Sullivan 
can m ake for rem aining on the nation­ 
al comm ittee, 
lf the body is still un­ 
able to rid itself of the leadership of 
men like Sullivan, who seek to control 
the party organization in order to ad­ 
vance 
their 
corporate* interests, it 
might as well dissolve. 
W hile I am 
anxious to give Sullivan a chance to 
retire w ithout a fight. It will probably 
be just as well that he refused, for lf 
we m ust fight to purify the party or­ 
ganization the sooner it begins the 
better.” 
The statem ent adds an expression of 
confidence and approval of the work 
of the m ajority Home Rule league and 
M essrs. 
Dunlap, 
Rainey, 
Thompson 
and Nelson. 
The controversy betw een Mr. Bryan 
and Mr. Sullivan grows out of the con­ 
test for seats in the national Demo­ 
cratic convention at S t Louis in 1904. 
when against the protest of Mr. Bryan 
the Illinois delegation, led by Messrs. 
Hopkins, and Sullivan was seated.

duce sounds when swayed by the 
winds. 
Some wind bells produce sounds that 
are pleasing aud musical. 
Some are 
made with glass peudauts. some with 
j pendants of m etal; some are Ter; 
small and stipple In construction, oth 
ers are large and massive and elabo­ 
rate. 
Tile original borne of the wind bell is 
Japan. 
In its sim plest form it is com­ 
posed of a num ber of narrow strips of 
glass, perhaps six inches in length, I 
suspended lengthwise from a wire 
ring about two inches in diam eter. 
W ithin the circle form ed by the strips i 
thus suspended Is hung by one corner I 
a little square piece of glass halfw ay 
down tile length of the long strips, the ' 
strips and the square piece ornam ent­ 
ed with various Japanese characters * 
and designs.
